In discussing his subject, Mr. David- 
son dealt at length with the political 
situation in Britain, The outlook of 
each of the three parties, their atti- 
tude towards the industrial problems 
-and the probable result at the coming 
election. He described the leader of 
‘each party, paying high compliment to 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin. 

Leaving Britain he next took up 
Italy He contrasted the Italy of today 
-with that of the conditions exising a 
few years ago, or previous to the 
Mussolini dictatorship. Under this 
rule, however, Responsible Govern. 
is a thing unknown—there ig neither 
freedom of spéech, freedom of the 
Press, nor Parliamentary freedom. 
No one was allowed to criticise what 
the Government had done or proposes 
to do. Such is the autocratic rule. 
The history of Dictatorship being, 
however, that their rule usually dies 
vith the Dictator. The time having 
passed, the speaker omitted making 
reference to any other of the European 
countries, though he referred to 
France as being a most interesting 
topic, and in a very flourishing con- 
dition, unemployment being almost 
unknown. 

The company then repaired to the 
dining room, where long tables, most 
artistically and gaily decorated with 
true Valentine emblems and streamers 
of red, both on the table and suspend 
ed from the ceiling produced a very at 
tractive effect. 

After the dainty viands were done 
ample justice, President Crowther 
asked Rev. Winter to the 
Toast to the King.

WINNIPEG—An avalanche of peti- 
tions from foreign nationalities in the 
west, led off by one signed by 50,006 
naturalized Ukrainians, is slated to 
descend upon government at 
Ottawa in the near future, it was 
learned, protesting what it termed the 
discriminatory ruling against the en

peans. Behind the Ukrainian petition 
is to be ranged support from at Teast 
two other national groups, the Hun- 


garians and Czecho-Slovakians, who 
are also said to be getting petitions 
under way. 


Articles discussing the reduction 
planned in immigration from the nou- 
preferred countries by the department 
vt immigration, are circulating the 
countries by the department of inimi- 
gration, are circulating throughout the 
west in Ukrainian, Polish, Uzecho.

of the tongue and the windpipe. This 
space is lined with mucous membrane 
just as all other part of the breath- 
ing machinery are so lined. Wher- 
ever there is mucous membrane it is 
liable to inflammation, 

It is not uncommon for a child be- 
tween the ages of 2 and 5 to be at- 
tacked by croup. It is rare, indeed, 
for the attack to come on without 
some warning. In all probability 
there has been “running” of the nose, 
a slight cough, and perhaps a little 
fever. 

As I say, this is apt to be the case, 
but on the other hand, there are at- 
tack’ which come on with great sud- 
denness, The child awakens soon 
after the first nap and a slight bark- 
ing cough is the first evidence of 
trouble. The cough of a croup pa- 
tient is peculiar. “It has a certain 
metallic sound, a ringing sound, The 
child suffers greatly in his breathing.

EXPEDITION TO SEARCH 
FOR NOAH’S ARK 


CHICAGO,—A picturesque plan to 
organize an aeroplane expedition to 
search Mount Ararat for Noah’s Ark, 
so that it might be brought to Chi- 
cago as an exhibit during the pro- 
posed 1933 world’s fair, appeared 
recently. William H. Strong, former 
president of the Chicago Chapter of 
the American Association of Engin- 
eers, made an offer to Rufus Dawers, 
president of the Fair Board, to form 
a corporation to finance the expedi- 
tion, 

According to Mr, Strong, who is 
also a former president of the Avia- 
tion Club of Chicago and a member 
of the Moody Bible Institute Alumni 
Association, the possibility of Noah’s 
Ark having resisted the destroying 
action of the elements during the 
thousands of years since it went 
aground on Mount Ararat is strong. 
Mr. Strong points out that the craft, 
according to the biblical. agents was 
built of gopher wood, special 
cypress,’ which is largely bbe of fun- 
gus attack. 

“Noah’s Ark tiay be’ ih existence 
today,” said Mr. Strong. “It ground- 
ed on a mountain, where the rareness 
of the air would check decay. 

“Weoden chariot wheels recently 
have been ynearthed at Kishi Meso- 
potamia, from a depth of 45 feet, by 
the Field Oxford archaeologists. The 
age of these wheels was estimated at 
5,000 years, and they were in good 
condition. ‘That being the case it is 
safe to say that only fire, an earth- 
quake, an avalanche or other 
catacylsm of nature could have des-

HUDSON BAY RAILWAY 
FINISHED SOON 


WINNIPEG.—To carry the Hudson 
Bay Railway on to its terminus at 


Churchill this year, only 48 miles re- 
main to be built; and this is a little 
job of work not likely to cause worry 
—_—_—_—_—_——— 
to the Department of Railways wnich 
manayred to have 106 miles built last 
year. The Minister, in a report re- 
cently issued, sees the goal. He plans 
to have a workable line completed be 
fore the end of the year. 

This is a fast finish to a long, slow 
race. ‘The tortoise is winning at the 
pace of the hare. The little shellback 
meandered along tortuously and ag- 
gravatingly for many years, too often 
falling asleep by the wayside, and 
often when prodded awake by western 
opinion, dozing off before getting 
much farther. But since the Govern- 
ment resumed the renovation of the 
dishabilitated track in 1926, not much 
grass has been able to grow on it. 

The five million dollars expended on 
this undertaking: last year were halved 
with the development of the terminal 
port at Churchil!. The hampering 
lack of plant there will not be felt 
when works begins early in this

tion. The plans that called for a 
three-year period for the completion 
of the port seem to be adhering nicely 
to design. 

This conjunction of completed rail- 
way with functioning port will make 
a happy ending to a long-told tale. 
Even the succinct outline in which it 
is repeated for convenient reference 
‘by the natural resources intelligence 
service at Ottawa, shows the difficulty 
the authors of the railway have had 
in keeping their story pieced together. 
They are almost ready to write “finis” 
to their work, Likely this fall those 
who believed loyally, those who dis- 
believed honestly, will see the fruit 
.of a vreat effort, and bathe in the 
waters of Hudson Bay. 

Theat which was scoffed at as im- 
possible will have been made possible. 
“Other railways which ridiculed it, 
Which repeated the classic “It'll never 
pay for its axle grease,” will wage 
war for the right to face the head- 
fights of their engines on the new 
railway’s terminus., The issue is no 
longer in doubt; the disputants them- 
selves have proclaimed the facts. All 
that was said to be muskeg is allowed 
by them now to hide freight worth 
going after, 

In fact, this year, most especially 
this year, the year in which the Min- 
ister of Railways sanguinely can 
eount on completing the Hudson Bay 
Railway, there will not be a railway 
in Canada which will not be glad to 
follow it. When it opened the north 
it revealed a new empire. Where 
there was claimed only to be the 
bushes with the berries for the bears 
to eat, wealth has been discovered It 
is the wealth that provides the freight 
that railways fight for. The north 
would still be a blank if it were not 
for the Hudson Bay line. And the 
Tailways of Canada would still be as 
hostile to the idea of building into it, 
as they have been to the building of 
the line which will yet be honored for 
opening up the field of richest en- 
deavor this Dominion is likely to 
penetrate in this quarter-century. 

When the Minister of Railways 
builds the last 48 miles of the Hudson 
Bay Railway this year, he will have 
done more than complete a railway; 
for it will have been the means of 
changing the economic and industrial 
feature of middle-western Canada, It 
will have started another story,

Great progress has been made along 
this line in Britfin and Germany. 
Recently it was announced that a 
British company had commenced 
operations in Australia with a view to 
marketing coal in by-product form and 
with every prospect of success. The 
attention now being given to the solu- 
tion of Canada’s fuel problem bears 
promise of keeping step with the ad- 
vancement maue elsewheré& bringing 
closer the time when codl will no

If Alberta is already experimenting 
hopefully with liquefaction, it shows 
that considerable progress has been 
made in a short period. It is only a 
little more than a year since Hon. 
Charles Stewart wrote in The Cana 
dian Mining Journal: “In considering 
the application of coal Tiquefaction to 
Canada two things must be borne in 
mind: First, it is likely that prices 
of crude well petroleum are ag low 
now as they are ever Ifkely to be, and 
as time goes on the tendency will be 
for these prices to rise. Second, tha’ 
coal liquefaction methods are in their 
infancy, and that, with eperience and 
improvements of technique in manu- 
facture, costs are much more likely to 
fall than to rise, These considerations 
make it highly desirable that the prc 
gress of development of coal liquefac
